General Smuts 
is convinced that no solution bazed en Ulster’s entry into an’ Irish 
state, will at present succeed. She won't agree and cannot be 

‘forced. He advised De Valera to leave Ulster at present alone 
and concentrace on a free constitution for the remainder of Ireland 
in the hope thut the successful running of an Irish state and fc)! 
economic and other peaceful forves, will eventually bring Ulster in. 
General Smuts feels he cannot be of farther use and he reluctantly 
decided not to further postpone his departure. 

General Smats, after pointing out that a Republic would mean

But the 
following from the Representative 
body of the Hupeh Self-Gorern- 
ment is worth- quoting, for the 
lightit throws upaa the perplexing 
conflict in the Middle Yangtze, 
It is addressed tn the Diplomatic 
Body and to the Consuls in Han- 
kow: _ 

“Woe are convinced that, in 
order to secure the safety of the 
Republic of China and the restor- 
ation of her political ofder, it is 
absolutely necessary to introduce 
the system of Self.zovernment. 
into every province. Further, iris 
the duty of the military governor 
of province to protect the life 
and property of all rasidents, 
foreign and Chinese, within '‘toat 
province. Bat Warig Chan-yuan 
Military Governor. of Hupeh, has 
putin check all the movements 
towards Self-government in 
Hupeb, and having held 
up the pay of his soldiers to en- 


‘rich himself, has brought abou: 


mutinies throughout the province, 
with the result that thousands of 
lives and handreds of millions of 
property, foreign and Chinese, 
have been last. -For these 
reasons, we have petitioned tha 
Peking Government to "dismiss 
him, bat although implicitly ap. 
proving onr request, it openly 
confesses that it is beyond its" 
power to do so. To prevent the 
repetition of such disorders and 
to secure the introduction of Self- 
government in Hupeh, we canaot. 
but resort to arms, mo, 

“ Accordingly, on- July 22, 192t, 
we assembled together, and enatt- 
ed the provisional constitution of 
Hupeh. In accordance with thie 
constitution, we elected General 
Chang’ Fso-lin as “* Provisional 
Uperintendent*, of Hlupeh “in 
charge of all service, civil ‘and 
military. On the same; day,

commanding ths Hupeh Self- 
governing army northwards, with 
‘the ald of Hunan soldiers, for the. 
yuan” 
and for the protection of the life 
and property of alf Tesidents, 
foreign and Chinese, in Hupeh, 
Under whatever citcomstances, 
noce of these soldiers ara allowed 
fo cause any trooble. We 
sincerely hope that, in order 
to avoid any | misunderstand.

subjects or citizens in China, you 
will kindly inform them of the

There follows the usual Tequest 
that the foreign Tepresentatives 
will abstain frores all interference 
io Hupeh—which, in passing they 
are certainly not likely to ‘at 
tempt. Now.in this connexion it 
is important to remember that 
Waog Chan-yoan is technically 
Inspecto:-General of Hunan ‘Bs 
well as of Hupeb. The ex. 
planation of the conflict as 
resolving itself into a move- 
ment to get rid of Wang 
Chan-yuan is contrary to that 
sogzested a week ago, but it 
is the view taken by ‘a large 
oumbsr -of - Chinese in Shang- 
hai and might also help: to 
explain: the fect that Chinese 
business men there have 
shown lesg anxiety 
Lave besn expected. For a move 
ment to get rid of av unpopnlar 
Tuchun is a less disrupting thing 
than, clash of provinces. The 
record of Tochan Wang’s admig. | 
istration might certainiy justify 
the Fippsh people in wanting to 
be rid of bim, writes the N.CDN.

At present the country seems to; 
be all agog over this subject. The 
vernacular papers are devoting 
mach space toit; many organiza- 
‘tous are being formed t> discuss 
vations phases of it: many 
schomes are being faunched for 
sistributing foformation aod 
argument about it. 

Unquestionably this remark- 
able interest is a healtby sign of 
an awakening popalar watebfol- 
ness over public affairs.

Toe occupant was a German, 
calling himself Kurt Fackel, 
engineer, who told a story of 
having lefs Hamburg intending 
to take vessel single-hacded to 
Bremen. He lost his bearings, 
sad ‘at last reached.the Humber. 

His subsequent attempt: to sel! 
the vessel roused the suspicions 
of the Hull police, who arrastad 
him and sent photographs and 
his description to Germany. 


The suthorities have now 


identified the suspact as Jackel | 


Hunery, a warrant officer in the 
German naval reserve, who 
Served for & year during the war 
atthe marine fying station at 
Kiel. The Germam police allege 
that Jaekel, whilst in the North 
Sea, murdered both his com- 
panions, then robbed and thrac 
the hodies overboard, continuing 
the voyage single-handed to Hull 
for the purpose of selling the ship 
and acquiring the proceeds. 

This terrible crime they say, 
was prepared with the greatest 
cunning. The police discovered 
that Jaekel went to Hamburg and 
spplied to the owners for a small 
sailing vessel to take him on a 
voyage in the North Sea. He 
told the official at the Adruiralty 
that he wished to take the voyage 
for instruction in navigation, He 
failed te geta boat at Hamburg, 
but in a neighbouring village two 

. fishermen, the owners of the craft 
now at Hull, fell into the trap. 

Another chapter in the tragedy 
was related at Bow-street Polica 

» Court, when Kurt Fackel, or 
Jaekel, was charged on an extra- 
ditioh warrant, at the instance of 
the German authorities, with 
murder and robtery with violence,

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THE PROBLEM OF SILESIA. 


Silesia must be ranked as one of the most dificult 
problems attaching to the aftermath of the war. Unlike 
Scbleswig-Holstein, one zone of which gave a clear man- 
date for Deumark while the other favoured Germany, the 
territory over which Poland and Germany are disputing is 
interlaced in a manner almost hopelessly inextricable. On 
an over-all calculation Germany would have a fairly 
decisive majority. having polled something like 60 per cent. 
against 4U per cent. of the votes. It was quite understuod. 

_ however, that the area would not be allotted as a whole, 
but that regard would be bad te local voting, Then the 
trouble arose. To ‘award the territory commune by com- 
mune accordiug to. the plebiscite would have meant a 
chessboard kind of atrangemént. Conversely. grouping 
the comnmues by industries. for example. suggests 4 
reasonable arrangement until it is perceived that this may 
mean allotting all the best part -to one side. as Poland 
contends would be the tase in regard to the much-debated 
“triangle.”

This, as things turned out. did nothing whateter towards 
providing a solution, but rather emphasised the knotty 
nature of the problem. The experts found the task so 
exacting-that they did not attempt to complete it. “ Their 
report,” says the cable. “ splits the industrial triangle into 
many fractions. .Finding it impossible to divide large 
towns, it leaves to the Supreme Council the task of piecing 
the fractions together and fixing the frontier.” “ 
Britain's stand has enjoyed the sympathy, if not the 
active support, of Japan and Italy in very difficult circum- 
stances. ‘Che contention thata district which forms an 
integral industrial area should be treated as indivisible has 
om the face of things everything to commend it. In ‘this 
case a variety of cross-issues arise, An ideal settlement is 
" probably too. much to hope for. The essential condition is 
that when the respective spokesmen put their views before 
the League they shall do so with a view to securing the 
maximum of fair play, not the serving of their own political 
ends. Whether the Permanent International Court of 
Justice be used. or the League appoint & committee of 
jurists seems not to matter a great’ deal, except that as the 
new International tribunal has now been ‘althost coneum- 
mated, the present would be a good. opportunity. for it to 
get to work. ‘A reasonably just and practical award would 
give the Court a good start-off. It will be remembered that 
the League recently reached a decision over the Aaland 
Islands after the question bad given. much trouble.~ -

Cargo Broaching.

The socioty. is requesting 
all. the important personages in 
the country to express their 
views. 

Witb regard to the situation in 
Hupeh acd Hunam, Wu Pui-foo 
declared that if the 
Hunam troops evacuate Hupeb 
they will not be-attacked. On 
leaving Peking be undertook to 
restore peace.
